Mr. Campion served in many different 
capacities in Andover life, having acted as 
director of the Andover Press, trustee of 
Punchard, the Memorial Hall library, the 
Andover Home for the Aged, and the 
Andover Savings Bank. He also served on the 
finance committee for three years. 

He was a 32d degree Mason, belonging to 
St. Matthews lodge, and also holding mem- 
bership fin Lawrence, Lowell and Boston 
lodges. In addition he was a charter member 
of the old Andover club and a member of the 
Odd Fellows and the Odd Fellows encamp- 
ment. He belonged to the Episcopal church 
and was a contributor at Christ church. 

In addition to his sister in England, the 
late Mr. Campion is survived by a daughter, 
Gertrude. His only other relative in America 
is a cousin in Philadelphia. 

The funeral will be held at the late home 
tomorrow afternoon, and services will be 
conducted by Rev. Charles W. Henry, 
rector of Christ church. Interment will be in 
Spring Grove cemetery.

the Textile Realty company. The total tax 
for Shawsheen Mills and American Woolen 
company in 1931 amounted to $117,476.48, 
whereas the total for the Realty company and 
the Woolen company this year is $98,072.40. 
The drop was mostly the straight fifteen 
percent on valuations of buildings and also a 
reduction in machinery valuation, 

The highest individual taxpayer is Sarah 
E. Hodson, holding property formerly be 
longing to the Phillips Corporation. Her tax 
amounts to $5423.40. Henry W. Barnard et 
al is second with $3606.60. 

The biggest decrease has been in the 
Ludlow bill. This property was valued very 
low since standing idle the property was do- 
ing no good. However, when the mill starts 
going again, the valuation will naturally go 
up. The Lawrence Gas and Electric company 
says the third highest tax bill with over 
23,000, and the Tyer Rubber pays nearly 
$11,000, M. T. Stevens and Sons follows 
closely with $9837, and then comes Phillip s 
Academy with $8644.20. The New England 
Telephone and Telegraph company, and the 
two banks also pay over $2,000.

IN 1932 ADD TO | 
NATION'S DISTRESS 


Red Cross Spends $2,760,000 
To Help Victims of 
Catastrophes. 


In a year of great misfortune caused 
by economic depression, in which the 
American Red Cross assumed heavy 
burdens of relief for the unemployed, 
the organization also responded to 
emergency needs in 60 disasters in the 
United States and its insular posses 
sions, 

During the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1932, the Red Cross gave aid 
to 75,000 families totalling 338,000 indi 
viduals, with expenditures of $2,760, 
786. These people were tn distress be- 
cause of drought, flood, forest fire, tor- 
nado, snowstorm. mine explosion, or 
other similar great disaster. 


Prolonged drought caused the Red 
Cross to go with help to 58,000 families 
in the northwest. Here in 144 counties 
in North and South Dakota, Montana, 
Nebraska, Washington and lowa the 
Red Cross spent $1,980,000 from its 
own treasury to feed and protect peo- 
ple through the winter and spring. 

Other grave disasters were floods In 
southeastern states, where the organ- 
ization spent $192,000 from its treasury 
and $66,000 local contributions to help 
13,000 persons. 

More than 50,000 people were home 
less from floods in tributaries of the 
Mississippi river and again the Red 
Cross faced a long relief task, aiding 
these people. The national organization 
rave $108,000 und local contributions 
vere $10,000. 

The Red Cross always maintains a 
state of readiness to meet these sud- 
len emergencies, and funds and other 
essentials to this work are supplied, 
in part, by the annual roll call, held 
each year from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving Day. Every citizen can 
support this worthy activity through 
joining as a member in the local Red 
Cross chapter.

Protesting Valuations 
of Reading Assessors 


READING—Many protests have been 
entered at the office of the Board of Assessors 
as a result of increased valuations and per- 
sonal property levies which appeared on the 
tax bills sent out recently. It is understood 
that others who wanted to protest found the 
office locked. 


Property owners were loud in their declar 
ation that any raise in assessments was un- 
fair at this time evn though inequalities in 
valuations do exist and have existed for many 
years, They insisted that the raise wiped out 
the decrease in the tax rate. 

The assessors point out, however, that 
practically all of the increases complained of 
are on land values and that the increases 
made do not yet reflect a true picture of the 
land values in town. They point out that 
where some land is valued at 14 cents a foot 
and nearby land, just as valuable, is set at 
four cents a foot, there is obviously some- | 
thing wrong and a need for an adjustment. 

They agree that in times of economic diffi- 
culties it is hard to raise the value of the land 
set at the lower figure because it may work 
hardship upon the owner. But they go 
further and state that if the valuations weer 
left untouched it would be just as unfair to 
have the man with the higher valuation 
carry the expense of the town for his neigh- 
bors. The economic hardship, they declare, 
is just as heavy for him. 

They also show that the raise in valuation 
is only about half of what it should be and 
that it ought to be raised again.
